The Opposition Trying to Down 
the Georgian. 


PROMINENT © GEORGIANS ON” HAND 


To Help Judge Crisp to Hold His Forces in 
Hand—The Work of Mills and His 
Men Will Comes to Naught. 


WASHINGTON, December 2.—[Special.]— 
The swell which set in for Crisp tonight was 
irresistible, and leads to the conclusion that 
he will certainly be elected speaker. 

Around allthe hotels there are seething 
masses of humanity, gathered trom every state 
inthe union. The nameof the Georgian is 
the one most frequently heard. 
siasm welling out from the room in the Metro- 
politan hotel, where Crisp stands with smile- 
wreathed face, communicates itself to the cor- 
ridors, thence to the streets, and all over the 
pity. 

Colonel Livingston eh Hand. 

One of the earliest arrivals today was Colo- 
nel Livingston, of the Atlanta district, who at 
once repaired to Mr. Crisp’s headquarters, 
where he infused some of the spirit which 
characterized his campaigns in Georgia. 

Livingston isa dashing fighter. When he 
stands up, arms akithbo, and the peculiar 
smile spreads over his face, you may be sure 
that he has scored a point, and he is watching 
to see how it takes. 

Will Certainly Be Crisp. 

At this stage of the campaign, when hard 
work is being done, silence is the golden rule. 
This much may be put down as certain, how- 
ever: Crisp will be elected speaker. 

And whenhe sits inthe chair which has 
been graced by so many able men, among 
whom Howell Cobb, of Georgia, was pre-enii- 
nent, Crisp will hold his own with honor to 
the state hé represents. 

Mr. Crisp will be putin nomination in the 
caucus by Hon. James H. Blount, of the sixth 
Georgia district. This is regarded as a singu- 
larly fortunate and happy circuntstance. 

Biount and Crisp. 

Mr. Blount called upon Mr. Crisp tonight. 
Said the latter: 

“Blount, I would esteem it an honor equal 
to election to be put ih nomination by you.”’ 

“And it is an honor which I will prize most 
highly,” responded Mr. Blount, ‘‘to naine the 
distinguished Georgian who, next after Howell 
Cobb, will illustrate Georgia in the speaker’s 
chair:”’ Thetwo gentlemen then retired in 
earnest Consultation. 

The speakership sitw&tion is decidedly more 
complicated tonight. What was expected 
and predicted in these dispatches has hap- 
peyedtoday. The managers of Mr, Mills, bav- 
ing Goncluded that it was imprudent to allow 
Mr. Crisp to hold the commanding lead which 
he has taken in the past few days, this morning 
undertook to bring about the combination that 
has been foreshadowed in the rumors hereto- 
fore published, namly, the proposed union of 
the Springer and McMillin forces, and their 
transfer to Mills’s support. 

It has been assumed that the Springer fol- 
lowing, coming as it does principally from the 
northwest, would go to Mr. Millsin the event 
that their first choice could not be nominated. 
The larger pumbert of them were elected on 
the tariff reform issue,and it has been openly 
stated that many of them were supporting the 
Illinois candidate more for geographical 
reasons than because they hoped or expected 
him to preside ovér thé next hotse of repre- 
sentatives. 

Working on the Springer Men. 

With the renewal of activity about the va- 
rious headquatters this morning, the Millis 
managers, intluding Mr. Breckinridge, of Ar- 
kansas; Mr. Caruth, of Kentucky; Tom John- 
sen, of Ohio, and some lesset lights, began a 
raid upon the Springer men. Since that time 
they, have worked «nceasingly, and tonight 
there was enough confidence in the result of 
their labors to cause the significant assertion 
té be made about the Mills headquartets that 
tomorrow will see one less candidate in the 
field. The doncldsion that it is*intended to 
have follow this announcement is that 
Springer’s support has been shaken, and that 
lt will now go to Mills. : 

Springer Calls His Men Together. 

‘Mr, Springer reteived an intimation of what 
was going to frappen, and he endeavored to 
forestall the efforts to split his forces, Last 
night he called the members of the Illinois 
and Lowa delégations together for the purpose 
of a@@téssing thém. He said he had entered 
the contest to win, but he cou.d only do so by 
having unyielding support from those who de- 
sired his election. Mr. Springer pointed out 
that Messrs. Mills and CMsp would, on the 
eatly ballots, lead, and that his (Springer’s) 
opportunity was te take advantage of a possi- 
ble deadlock and be elected as a comproniise. 
To do this it would be necessary for his fol- 
lowers to vote solidly for him on each ballot. 

In conclusion, Mr. Springer stated that he 
did not want the support of any: member who 
would not be With him onthe last ballot as 
Well as on the first. At the conclusion a vote 
was taken by those present, and it was unani- 
mously agreed that Mr. Springer should re- 
ceive unremitting support until a speaker had 
been nominated by the caucus 

This was, in a great measure, reassuring, but 
it lost some of its force when Mr. Springer to- 
day learned that two members who liad so 
pledged themselves had gone to Mr. Mills's 

‘headquarters immediately after the confer- 
ence, and there announced that Mr. Springer 
could be knocked off the track in twelve hours 
if the effort were made. It was in uence 
of this hint that the onslaught was made today. 
There is no doubt that Mr. Springer’s follow- 
ing has been badiy shaken. the break 
comes and Mr. Springer is forced to retire, as 
predicted by the managers of Mr. Mills’s cani- 
ree the struggle will narrow down to Mills 
and Crisp. 


The Northwestern Vote. . 

It would give Mr. Mills a considerable boom 
to get at this time the northwestern votes that 
he has been expecting, but even with thom he 
Would still be a dozen votes behind Mr. Crisp. 
The breaking up of the McMillin and Hatch 
Vote, would, of course, give Mills additional 
Votes, but it is doubtfal if it would not give 
Crisp even more. 

Just how Mr. McMillin’s vote would separ- 


_ ite is not accurately known, but eight of My. 
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Hatch, dut also break down the hitherto in- 
vincibie support of Judge Crisp. The weak- 
ness in Mr. Springer’s ranks arises from the 
fact that four of his Illinois supporters 
Messrs. Fithian, Scott, Wike and Forman— 
desire to vote for Mr. Mills, and other demo- 
crate in the same delegation are understood to 
have Similar inclinations. Walter Hayes, of 
Towa, is also inclined to go to Mills, and his 
Outspoken utterances tegarding the proba- 
bility of 4 disintegration of the Springer 
forces has done much to further the proba 
bility of its speedy dissolution. 
Morrison at Work. 

' Behind it all Mr. Springer’s loyal supporters 
think they see the hand of William M. Moré 
rison. He is about Mr.° Mille’s headquarters 
frequently, and desires the success of the 
Texan. For this reason it is assumed that he 
has assisted in causing a logsening of the ties 
that have heretofore bound the Illinois vote to 
Mr. Springer. 

Although Mr. Hatch has héadquarters not 
far from those of Mr.. Mills, they are notin 
partnership, nor are they expected to combine. 
Mr. Hatch has announced that it will bea 
great pleasure to him to kick any man down 
stairs who may come to him to suggest a com- 
bination with some other candidate. In the 
meantime, Mr. Hatch would like to practice 
on the man who started the story that ex-Con- 
gressman Cochran, of Pennsylvania, now gen- 
eral solicitor of the Missouri Patvific, is here to 
help elect a speaker in Jay Gould’s interest. 

Mud Slinging Renewed. 

Some of Mr. Mills’s friends have again begun 
their campaign of mud slinging. Judge 
Crisp’s votes and speeches are being over- 
hauled in the hope of finding something that 
can be used against him. A good dea! of tem- 
per is displayed and some indiscreet utterances 
are heard. For instance, Mr. Bynum, of Indi- 
ana, said to Tur ConstIrvuTion correspond- 
ent tonight: 

“I hope the republican legislature of Ohio 
will gerrymander the entire democratic dele- 
gation from that state back into private life.” 

He said that because a large majority of the 
Ohio members are supporting Judge Crisp, 
such a gerrymander would retire Tom John- 
son, One of Mr. Mills’s most able lieutenants. 
Mr. Johnson has become one of the most 
peculiar of the new members. There are 
many people here who would like to see him 
come back. Certainly Judge Crisp’s friends 
would. 

Crisp. Will Win on First Ballot. 

It is the prevailing opinion at the Crisp 
headquarters tonight that he is very likely to 
be nominated on the first ballot, and that this 
will be due primarily tothe attempt on the 
part of Mills to break Springer up and secure 
his votes. Mr. Springer has been an honest can- 
date, and he bitterly resents the proposed 
move of some of his supporters, led by the 
Iowa delegation, to desert him for Mills. 
One thing is certain, and that is that the 
Crisp men, who are primarily for Springer, 
Hatch or MoMillin, will not throw their votes 
away, while the Mills men have deserted 
these candidates for the man they want 
elected. 

To show how careful the estimates for Crisp 
are made, one need to refer only to Cansey, of 
Deiaware, who heretofore has not been counted 
except for Mills. Nobody knows how he stood, 
so the Crisp estimates did not include him, 
while the Mills men counted him simply be- 
cause théy knew nothing about him: -Me an- 
nounced at headquarters today that he was for 
Crisp. Estimates tonight are that with all the 
candidates in Crisp has 97, Springer 46, Mills 
44, McMillin 16 and Hatch 12, the rest, about a 
dozen, doubtful. With Springer out, Crisp 
will have 112; with McMillin and Hatch out 
113, and with the three out 128. These esti- 
mates are as close as Can be nade. One cannot 
well see how Crisp’s elestion can be put off 
beyond the second ballot in any event. With 
McMillin out six of the eight votes of Ten- 
nessee will be for Crisp, and it is certain that 
he will have five out of the fourteen votes 
from New England. 

Captain Howell, of THe ConsTITUTION, with 
Congressmen Blount, of Georgia, Clarke, of 
Alabama, and Robertson, of Louisiana, arrived 
today. Senator Colquitt and Congressman 
Livingston this morning, and Congressinan 
Lester this6évening. Nothing, so far, has been 
heard from Turner, Lawson or Everett. 

Mr. Kendall, of Kentucky, heretofore 
unknown, has just visited the Crisp head- 
quarters and declared for the Georgian. The 
Mills men have claimed the seven Michi- 
ganders on the break-up, but the fact is that 
four of them are for Orisp, and they are 
seriously. considerivg whether they will vote as 
much as once for Springer. 

On the strength of Senator Vilas’s affinities 
and persistent claims, the eight Wisconsin 
members have been put down for Mills, but 
Barwig and Brickner, the two old members, 
will have to be placed in the Crisp column. 

The Crisp headquaters have been crowded 
all day and late into the night, and there has 
been no let up inenthusiasm and confidence.

$461,539.84.

CITIZENS OF DETROIT AWAKENED 


From Their Slumbers by Policemen and 
Warned of the Danger—Several 
Persons Badly Burned, 


Detroit, Mich., December 2.—The natural 
gas supply was suddenly shut off last night 
througt®ut thecity, owing to accident, and 
several families in different: parts of the city 
suffered from partial asphyxiation. About 2 
o'clock this morning the automatic trip regu- 
lator at the distributing station got out of 
order,shat off the flow of gas and extin- 
guished al! the lights and fires in the city. 
When thé regular flow was resumed the gas 
permeated the houses of niany fam- 
ilies, the iumates .-of.all of which 
were asleep. The safety valves on the 
meters undoubtedly saved many lives. 

The manager notified the police of the 
danger and the patroimen roused up half of 
the town. A call was also made on the fire 
department and all the men that could be 
spared were gbout the city while the depart- 
ment remainéd on the alert, expecting to be 
called out every moment. 

Charies Kergan and Mrs. May Greenel, 
wife of Rév. Mr. Greeno!l, were both seriously 
burned this morning by striking lights’ in 
the presence of an accumulation of gas. 
Members of other families are also reported 
suffering from partial asphyxiation. 


A FAMILY. ROASTED TO DEATH. 


The Horrible Sight That Met the Gaze of 
Detroit Firemen. 

Derrort, Mich., December 2.—The mast ap- 
palling catastrophe that has ever visited De- 
troit sinc@ the burning of the Tilden school, 
two years ago, took place about 2 o’clock this 
morning. Fire broke outin the grocery stére 
of George J. Reis, 332 Orleans stréet,and, com- 
munitating to a dwelling house overhead, 
smothered to death Charies Reis, aged twenty- 
two, and his brothers Josie and Eddie, aged 
eleven years. 

The two latter children were found in their 
bed and the older boy was discovered by the 
firemen lying upon the floor before a window, 
as if he had realized the danger and attempted 
to make his escape by that egress. 

Locked in Fach Other's Arms. 

The father and mothet were found locked 
in each other’s arms at the foot of thé stairs 
leading out into the yard. They were burned 
toacrisp in endeavoring to feach the open 
air. Why they took the rear stairs may never 
be known, for if they had gone down by the 
front way they would undoubtedly have been 
saved. As it was they rushed into a fiery 
furnace, for the conflagration did most dam- 
age where‘their bodies were found. 

Two other children, May, aged fifteen, and 
Tony, aged twelve, and a hired girl, whose 
name could not be ascertained, escaped by 
jumping ont of window into the arms of po- 
lice and firemen. There aré no means of 
finding out just how the fire started. When 
first seen it was issuing from the front win- 
dows upstairs, but an examination of the 
grocery store showed an overturned stove, and 
the damage done to the lower story would in- 
dicate that the fire started in the store. 


DYNAMITE FACTORY BLOWN UP. 


Two Men Were Killed—The Debris 
Fire and Burns. 
Nyack, N. Y., December 2.—The dynamite 
factory at Haverstraw was blown up this af- 
ternoon. The shock was felt for many miles, 
The engineer and three workmen employed 
in the building were blown to pieces, and an- 
other man who was in a boat on the river some 
distancejfrom the wrecked building, was also 
instantly killed. The building blown up was 
a frame structure, 50x150 feet. After the 
explosion the building caught fire and burned 
for severa! hours. Other buildings of the works 
also contained dynamite, but escaped destruc- 
tion, as they were 150 feet away from the 
scene of the explosion. The property be- 
longed to the Clinton Dynamite Company. 


SKIPPED WITH $10,000. 


A County Treasurer Proves False to His 
Trust. 


CuartotrE, N. C., December 2.—[Special.] 
J, M. Benson, treasurer of Bladen coanty, 
has absconded with $6,000 of the county’s 
money. Benson has for several years held the 
position of treasurer of his county, and for 
the past two years has been largely engaged 
in the mercantile business at Elizabethtown. 
His store has been headquarters for the alli- 
ance of Biaden county. 

Several days ago it was learned that Ben- 
son was short in his accounts, and in conse- 
quence of the rumors that were afloat the 
county comimissioners called a meeting for 
today. Benson was to appear before that 
body for a thorough investigation of his ac- 
counts. The commissioners met according to 
agreement but found out soon afterwards that 
Benson had skipped during the night. Lt is 
thought by many that the money that the 
county will lose will a comparatively 
small amount, when taking into 
consideration the sum that he is 
due’ the farmers of Bladen county. 
Ashe has always been highly respected and 
above suspicion, the farmers would put what- 
ever money that they did not need in his 
hands, he paying them good interest, but sel- 
dom paying the principal. In this way quite 
a large sum must have beenin his hands at 
the time of his departure. 

There seems to be little doubt but what Ben- 
son has appropriated at least ten thousand dol- 
lars of other people’s money to the exclusive 
benefit of himself. Much excitement exists 
over his sud disappearance, but those most 
interested have not the leastideain which di- 
tection Benson has pitched his tent. - Tele- 
grams have been sent in every direction for 
the apprehension of the fleeing treasurer, but 
nothing has been heard. 

The Cashier Is Still Missing. 

Wisretrox, N. C., December 2.—[Spe- 
cial.j—No news was heard today asto the 
whereabouts of Cashier Bowden, of the 
smashed First National bank here. His hastil 
leaving at the time when hé wasto meet Ban 
Examiner Alden leads many to expect a sen- 
sation. some are now expressing the belief 
that he will not retarn. The bank examiner, 
when asked for information, compresses his 
lips, shakes his head and says nothing.

The Labor Candidate Drew Out of the 
Race at Midday. 3

Avevusta, Ga., December 2.—[Special. }— 
Augusta was redeemed today and the people 
have taken charge of theirown affairs. Vic- 
toty attended the Citizens’ Reform Associa- 
tion, and the disappointed politicians and agi- 
tors were badly defeated in today’s municipal 
election. 

The citizens carried every ward and their 
ticket was elected without exception. The 
workingmen, or third patty, was badly 
downed, and théir candidates got left all 
around. Major James H. Alexander, the 
citizens’ candidate for mayor, received 3,230 
votes, a& majority of 2.559 votes 
ever W. €. Chapman, the third party’s 
standard bearer for the mayoralty. Bob Hant, 
the citizens’ candidate for council in the 
first ward, received 736 votes,@ majority of 
718 votes over Al'en Atchison, the third party 
man in the second ward. J. J. Dicks, the 
citizens’ candidate for council, got 524- votes, 
a majority of 453 votes over Joseph &. Bean, 
a third party man. In the third ward Jobn 
M. Lombard, the citizens’ candidate for coun- 
cil, got 602 votes, a majority of 512 over J. E. 
Fix. a third pafty man. In the 
fourth ward George R. Lombard, citi- 
zens’ candidate for council, 988 votes, a ma- 
jority of 766 ovet Dr. J. B. Perry, third party 
man. Inthe fifth ward, Robert E. Elliott, 
citizens’ candidate for council, teceived 
votes, a majority of 208 over Silas C. Reed, 
Jr., third party man, It was a Waterloo for 
the opposition and a united people did it.

There wasa great 
deal of talk about ‘‘intimidation,’’ and there 
were two or three negroes bluffed off, who, 
after presenting their ticket were subjected to 
a series of questions, and said they had rather 
not vote at all than take chances on having 
any trouble. 

There were a number of tickets deposited, 
bearing such words, ‘‘for peace and prosperity,” 
‘run the fanatics out,’’ ‘‘enough of Sam 
Small,’”’ ‘another; nail in Murphey’s coffin,”’ 
written on them. 

There was probably less trouble at the sec- 
ond ward polls than any in the city. The 
most active canvasser for the anti-barroom 
ticket was Withers, the Salvation Army man, 
who, with his streamers of blue ribbon float- 
ing from his hat, preached prohibition in- 
cessantly.

Third Ward. 

The voting place was in the littie back room 
of the store at the corner of Fraser and Fair 
streets. The poll here was opened promptly 
at 7 o’clock, but long before that time there 
was a fair sprinkling of voters standing 
around the window. 

Messrs. George S. Cassin, C. W. Mangum 
and W. E. Adamson were sworn in as man- 
agers ofthe election, and they selected as 
their clerks Mr. J. T. Duggins and Mr. R. L, 
Bosth worth. 

The first elector to cast his ballot was Mr. 
Alcnzo Byce, who openly voted an anti-bar- 
room ticket.. The next voter was a negro, 
who voted the same way. Then five ballots 
were cast in quick succession for the citizens’ 
ticket. 

By this time a considerable crowd had col- 
lected about the corner and near the polls. 

Active workers were on either side of the 
window with batches of tickets, which were 
thrust into the hand of every voter that 
came up. 

The citizesn’ ticket was represented by the 
following indefatigable workers: John J. 
Falvey, C. P. Johnson, W. Humphries, Amos 
Baker, Jim Toy, John Holland, Tom Minor, 
H. Karroych, F. L. Muller, Tom Black, Sid 
Holland, Will Hall, Ed O’Donnell and halfa 
score of others. 

The other side was also represented by some 
active workers, among whom were the follow- 
ing: N.H. Mathews, A. Schenck, N. J. 
Belding, W. J. Johnston, W. Andrews, Oscar 
Cane, colored; G. G. Edmondson, Jim Watts, 
colored ; Robert Carr, colored; Mose Bentley, 
colored; Henry Waters, colored; Dr. Warren 
and many others. 

The first episode that occasioned a ripple of 
excitement was the challenging of a negro’s 
vote by the representatives of the anti-bar- 
room party. His ballot was deposited, how- 
ever, in spite of the challenge. Then followed 
challenges thick and fast. Every colored 
man, whether he offered to vote the citizens’ 
ticket or the opposition ballot, was sharply 
challenged. The only effect of these frequent 
challenges was to retard the voting and to put 
additional work on the clerks and managers, 

The only white men*whose votes were chal- 
lenged were Tom Abercrombie and  \Phil 
Maltrey, the proprietor of Little Switzeriand. 
The strikers for the opposition ticket chal- 
lenged him on the ground that he lives beyond 
the city limits. Some tried to rule out Lawyer 
Bob Jordan on the same ground, but his vote 
was not challenged. 

From 7 o’clock to 10 o’clock the voting was 
spirited, the citizens’ ticket leading at least 
two toone. At 100’clock 201 votes had been 
cast. By noon 163 had been added 
to this number, and at 38 o’clock 481 
votes werein the box. Then it was slow 
work for the next two hours. At 5 o’clock 538 
votes had been cast. From this time till the 
poll closed not a moment was lost. Most of 
the last voters were laborers, who had knocked 
off earlier than usual so as to get achance to 
vote. 

When theclock struck 6 the window was 
closed, just as Major Martin had handedina 
citizens’ ticket vote. 

His vote was No. 619 on the list. 

The managers and clerks pulled down the 
shutters, locked the door and went to work to 
foot up results. 

At 9 o’clock the work was done.

The Fourth Ward. 

Shortly before 7 o’clock yesterday morning a 
dozen men were seen standing about the cor- 
ner of Wheat and Jackson streets. 

They were shivering in the cold morning air, 
but that apparently made no difference to 
them. They seemed to be there on business 
and evidently meant to stay until it was trans- 
acted. The number gradually increased, and 
as the clock tolled the hour the door on the 
northeast corner was thrown open and up 
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‘stepped 4 gentleman with a folded slip of 
paper. 

He was Mr. E. B. Wilson, and he was the 
first voterin the ward. His wasa straight 
citizens’ ticket, water bonds included, and 
then up stepped Mr. John Stephens, who du- 
plicated the performance. 

Several negroes came next and from that 
time on the ticket was never headed, its ma, 
jority gradually increasing. 

At 8 o’clock the crowd began to grow large 
and after that the voters came in a steady 
stream, averaging more than one to the 
minute, 

One hundred and sixty-three had cast their 
votes at 9:30 o'clock, and of these the citizens’ 
ticket supporters claimed three-fourths. About 
that time the anti-barroomists were springing 
the waterworks-free-labor question, and with 
it began to partly stem the tide. 3 

‘‘Vote for the citizens’ ticket, and you'll get 
convicts to build your works,”’ waa cried. 

The opposition began to act to counteract 
the effect. Jackson McHenry, Bill Pledger, 
Mose Bentley, Dick Henry and other negro 
workers were soon talking for all they were 
worth. , 

Clinging toa lamppost, Dick Henry stood 
up and began to make a speech, while the 
negroes cheered him. 

“That's false,” he exclaimed, “about the 
citizens wantin’ convicts on the waterworks. 
You know we wouldn’t come here to vote for 
them if that were so. Would we?” 

There was astorm of ‘‘nos.”’ 

At that moment Mr. Howell Erwin came up. 

“Hore’s Mr. Erwin,” cried out Jackson Mc- 
Henry, ‘‘he’li tell dem Small people dat dey 
can’t play no such trick and dat dey’s gone 
coons sho’.”’ 

There was a loud laugh and forthwith Mr. 
Erwin assured the crowd that McHenry was 
right. 

At 12 o’clock exactly 339 had voted, and of 
these the anti-barroomists claimed 100. 

All along Mr. M. H. Burton was standing at 
the ballot box holding a memorandum book. 
As fastasa voter would come up the book 
would be consulted and if his name was there 
his yote was challenged and he was compelled 
to take the registration oath. 

This was the case one-fourth of, the time, 
principally with the negroes. 

At 1 o’clock 374 had voted, and the dry ele- 
ment was hardly in it. It prompted enthusiasts 
on the other side to offer odds on 500 majority, 
but the takers were out of sight. 

Willie Hill was there rubbing a rabbit’s foot 
John Falvey had given him, and it seemed to 
get there in splendid shape. About3 o’clock 
the anti-barroomists began to vote more lively 
than they had done, but the day was that of 
the citizens. 

There was a good deal less scratching than 
had been expected. Five hundred and ten 
had voted then. The negroes began dropping 
off, but Jater became strong again. All the 
time the crowd was very large. 

Every one began to see that the vote was not 
what it ought to be, and when they saw that 
the citizens had triumphed, there arose an 
anxiety for the water bonds. 

It became evident that there would not be 
even.a two-thirds vote, and efforts were made 
to hasten up things. 

A solid line was formed, and at 5:15 o’clock 
sixteen negroes were standing in file, waiting 
to reach the coveted stand. 

The time grew shorter and shorter, untila 
few minutes, remained. 

“One minute yet,’’ was shouted. Three 
ballots were cast, and out went the light, the 
doors were shut, and, while several stood dis- 
appointed at being late, the count was began. 

Messrs. L. B. Nelson, C. K. Buzbee and G. 
W. Wade acted as managers. 

Messrs. George P. Jennings, W. H. Smith, 
S. Y. Northington and L. W. Steele were 
clerks. 3 

In a short while the vote was counted. 

Seven hundred and forty-seven votes were 
east. Twenty-fourofthem were non-committal 
for water bonds and of course that was equiva- 
lent to 80 many ballots against them. 

But one man cast a vote in opposition.

He haunted 
the Minnesotian all day long with personal 
comments and pleasant arguments, and, being 
much the quickest wit of the two, had him 
frequentiy at discomfitare, to the keen delight 
of the crowd.

BRUNSWICK, Ga., December 2.—[Special.]— 
Brunswick's sewerage warison at present. 
The sewerage people are on top, and the antis 
are not a3 cheerful as heretofore. When the 
council convened tonight every member was 
present and none dodged the issue. 

The Lewis Mercer Construction Com any, 
the only bidders, withdrew their bid, and af- 
terward Colonel C, P. Goodyear made a red- 
hot speech for sewerage. ‘The ceuncil cham- 
ber was crowded with prominent citizens, one 
of whom was Mr. William B. Burroughs, said 
to be one of the wealthiest men in Brunswick. 
Colone! Goodyear, in his speech, read a state- 
ment which Dr. Burroughs said he did not be- 
lieve. Colonel Goodyear demanded that Bur- 
roughsshould retract the statement. Burroughs 
refused at the time, 

Goodyear, furious at being contradicted when 
he stated facts, jumped for Burroughs. Law- 
yer Colson. Chief of Police Beach and others 
caught and held Goodyear, while Burroughs 
withdrew all offensive language and ex- 
plained that he did not mean to dispute Good- 
year’s word, but the statement read, which he 
supposed bad been incorrectly furnished Good- 
year. 

Mayor Colson retired with Goodyear fora 
few minutes, but he soon returned and the af- 
fair blew over. 

A test vote was taken to sound the council, 
which resulted in 7 to 2 in favor of sewerage. 

_Alderman Beach denied that he skipped the 
city last week to avoid voting, and proclaimed 
himself for sewerage. A committee was ap- 
pointed to arrange for receiving bids and the 
sewerage will-go.

More Competition in Cotton. 

Cotton has long been cultivated in China, 
but the output has not supplied the home 
demand. 

The Chinese government is now taking 
an active interest in this staple, and its rep- 
resentatives at Washington have applied to 
the secretary of agriculture for several tons 
of cotton seed of the sea island and other 
varieties. Of course, it is impossible in ad- 
vance tu forecast the result, but for some 
years to come it will be well to watch this 
possible competitor. ' 

The Chinese are a wonderful people, and 
if they realize their expectations in the pro- 
duction of cotton the south will be forced to 
revolutionize her agriculture. When China, 
with her swarms of laborers, working for 
less than 5 cents a day, joins India and 
Africa in the production of cheap cotton, it 
will no longer be a profitable crop in this 
country. 

It is possible that the experiment will not 
be a success. The civil war now menacing 
China may divert the energies of her people 
into other channels, and we may retain for 
a long period practically a monopoly in cot- 
ton. But it isnot safeto jump to sucha 
favorable conclusion. We are threatened 
with dangerous competition, and it is not too 
early to make preparations to meet it. 

We have reached a point where it is nec- 
essary for the farmers of the south to make 
the most of diversified crops. They can no 
longer depend upon a single crop. The 
unusual activity of our competitors may 
compel us in the course of a few years to 
abandon cotton and turn our attention to 
other products. There are instances in the 
history of the world where altered condi- 
tions have made countries abandon great 
industries, and it may be that we are about 
to go through just such an experience. With 
the facts already known, there is every 

reason why we should study the situation.

According to all accounts the people of 
Germany are having a bad hour with their 
young emperor, and the probability is that 
the bad hour will be multiplied into years 
unless the wild young monarch settles down 
into a quiet and peaceable citizen. The 
trouble with the emperor is his restlessness. 
He is never at peace with himself... He is 
never happy unless he is in the midst of 
what we call a splurge. Since he succeeded 
tothe throne of Germany he has never 
had a quiet moment. He has danced 
around his kingdom and _ into other 
kingdoms, and has presented quite a 
curious spectacle with his whims and freaks. 
He seems to feel the necessity of doing 
something; he is impressed with the idea 
that if he should go to bed and rest quietly 
for seven or eight hours some humble peas- 
ant in a remote part of the empire would 
forget that William is boss. 

The result of the erratic movements is 
that the German people are beginning to be 
afraid that his restlessness is the outgrowth 
of a disease more serious than the whimsies. 
They are beginning to put this and that 
together—the enforced retirement of Bis- 
marck, which has given a tremendous im- 
pulse to socialism—the ill-judged crusade 
against the social evil—the spectacular jour- 
neys, the queer excursions, the shifty, uncanny 
appearance of the emperor’s eyes. Some of 
the more thoughful Germans are beginning 
to suspect that they have another Louis of 
Bavaria on their hands, and they are afraid 
that only the whim of an unstable mind lies 
between their country and war. 

Perhaps, after all, we only have the spec- 
tacle of a boisterous young person sowing 
imperial wild oats. He is necessarily in 
the eye of the public, and his capers cannot 
be otherwise than conspicuous. Young per- 
sons are always restless if they have health, 
and it may be that the German emperor wil! 
develop into a monarch at once sturdy and 
safe, 

But it must be admitted that the peace 
of Europe is hourly in danger of transmog- 
rification. 


The Water Bonds Safe. 

It is gratifying to the people of At- 
lanta to know that the issue of water 
bonds was authorized by yesterday’s vote. 
The bonds carried by a narrow but safe 
majority. The requisite proportion is ac- 
curately fixed by law, and this small 
excess above the necessary’ two-thirds 
vote is ample for practical purposes. 

The closeness of the marginecaused a 
good deal of uneasiness dtring the day, 
and it was believed that the issue of 
the bonds was in grave doubt. This 
feeling of anxiety became one of indig- 
nation when it was observed that the 
opponents of the citizens’ ticket were- 
pursuing an _ obstructive policy at the 
polls, delaying the vote by unreasonable 
and persistent challenges, which _pre- 
vented a part of the legally registered 
vote from being cast. This obstructive 
policy not only prevented many good 
citizens from exercising the right of suf- 


frage, but seriously threatened the water | 


bonds. It is outrageous that this ob- 
struction, which menaced the water sup- 
ply, and, through that, the health and 
prosperity of Atlanta, should have been 
brought about largely by the influence 
of outsiders who have little or no inter- 
est in Atlanta’s substantial welfare. It 
matters little to them that the health of 
the city is endangered by the present 
scarcity of water. Had their obstructive 
policy defeated the bonds, the public in- 
dignation against them would have been 
overwhelming. ‘The vote for water bonds 
settles a question which has long vexed 
Atlanta. Within less than a year from 
this~élection, Chattahoochee river water 
will be pumped into the city by the 
engines of the new works and sent on 
its way, giving health to our people and 
new life to our manufactures. This has 
been the one serious obstacle in the 
way of the tity’s progress. Now, that it 
has been overcome, the city will grow 
as it has never grown before. Yester- 
day marks the beginning of a new era 
in our history. With the $250,000 of 
4 per cent bonds already authorized, 
this issue of $500,000 of 44 per cents 
gives the city a fund of $750,000 for tle 
construction of the new waterworks, 
From. contracts already made and others 
under option it is known that the works 
can be built within this limit. The 
work on the engines is already far ad- 
vanced and the whole may be completed 
within ten months. At this result of 
the election everybody is gratified.

‘Yesterday. 


A LETTER FROM COMMISSIONER NESBITT 


On the Reduction of the Cotton Acreage, 
In Which Some Excellent Ideas 
Are Advanced. 


The railroad commission yesterday took 
action in regard to demurrage. 
The following rules were made governing 


demurrage: 

1. Notice must be served on consignee before 
demurrage can be charged at all. 

2. Forty-eight hours must be allowed before de- 
murragée can be charged the consignee, and 
this charge for less than carloads must be not 
less than I cent per 100 pounds per day; and in 
case of carloads not more than 5 cents per ton of 
2,000 per day. 

3. It protects railroads from consignees taking 
any advantage of themon account of these de- 
murrage rules. 

4. The road must advise consignee thaf charges 
are riinning against him. 

5. Consignees beyond a five-mile limit must be 
notitied by mal, or otherwise, before demurrage 
charges run against them. 

6. ilroads are allowed to store freight. as in 
warehouses, at expense of consignee after the cx- 
»ifation of the “free hold” limit—that is, the 
fimit within which demurrage charges do not run. 


Mr. Nesbitt’s Reply. 

The letter of the commissioner of agricul- 
ture of Tennessee was published in THE Con- 
STITUTION. x 

It was in reference to a reduction of the cot- 
ton acreage and here is Commissioner Nesbitt’s 


reply: 

ATLANTA, Ga., December 3, 1891.—Hon. D. G. 
Goodwin, Commissioner of Agricuiture, Nash- 
ville, Tenn. Dear Sir: Your esteemed favor of 
the 27th received. While it will give me pleasure 
to give any aid within my power to a movement 
which, if practical to carry out, would result in 
great tinancial benefit to the farmers of the south, 
with all efforts in the past towards 
organized action proving futile, I fear there 
is little hope of accomplishing much until the 
mind of the agricultura: ciass is couvinced that 
the basis of individual protitcan be found only 
by diversifying the products of the soil and 
rendering each farm self--ustaining, and that 
specu ative production, which impoverishes the 
soll and looks only to the protits of the year with- 
out provision for the future, is ruinous to farm 
vaiues without bringing temporary gain. ? 

Cotton is essentially the mopey_crop of this 
state, and in its cultivation, sustaufed by a suffi- 
cient product’on of the necessary farm consump- 
tion, to those wha, by their own labor, tilla small 
acreage, there has been profit. 

To the large planter who is dependent on an un- 
certain labor there hasand will continue to be 
loss until this entire system is changed. 

The only feasible method that suggests itself to 
meéisthrough the distributed liter.ture of the 
bureaus of agriculture and the local agricultural 
clubs to thoroughly impresson the minds of all 
clas+es of farmers that to raise their own necessa- 
ries of life, so far as soil and climate will permit, 
means independence, while the single crop system 
means dependence and debt. Here a condition 
presents itself in southern and middle Georgia 
that is difficult to overcome, and which has been 
largely conducive to overproduction : 
and that is a too large land proprietorship, with 
a negro tenant class, who care for nothing beyond 
ameager livelihood, and whose debts do. not 
harass, so long as once a year they may spend a 
few dollars. As long as these large tracts of land 
owned and controlled by one man, I 
apprehend there is no way in which this 
condition is to be changed. The tendency 
to increase in urban rage a growing greater 
instead of less, and the dffficulty of persuading 
white farmers, who are able to own small farms of 
their own, to settle in the negro, but offering, as it 
does, fine inducements of a social character, are 
two of the many obstacles to be surmounted, and 
J am only able to see an independent agricultural 
class throughout the south and the great staple 
worth what it should be in the marts of commerce 
to praperily remunerate the maker when 
small farms, owned and cultivated 
by intelligent and thrifty husbandmen 
seeking to accumulate, shall supersede the large 
plantation going to rack and ruin in the hands of 
a thriftiess tenantry. When this result is accom- 
plished and a small acreage, under proper care 
and cultivation, unites to give a large yield, thus 
lessening the cost of production by decreasing the 
amount of labor, and also permitting a large area 
to be devoted to other erops, overproduction or 
low prices need not be feared. 

In your undertaking you have my best wishes 
and co-operation, and, as in a multitude of coun- 
cil there is wisdom, I hopethat the sesame of 
successfuland protitable agriculture is a reduc- 
tion of the acreage in cotton, the smaller farmer, 
by his own labor, cultivating his own land, and 
~~ diversifying. his crops, bailding up waste 
places, may. be impressed on the people. Very 
respectfully, R. a NESBITT.

‘What Mr. Lewis Beck Says About the 
Case—Gov. Northen Will Be Asked 
to Grant a Reprieve. 


Unless Governor Northen gives Peter 
Paniels a reprieve, the condemned negro 
qill be hanged tomorrow week. 

Within the next few days the governor 
will be importuned to interpose executive 
glemency and avert the poor negro’s doom. 

Many people doubt his guilt and a good 
deal of sympathy is manifested for him. 

About a week ago THE ConstTiITuTIONn 
published a {pathetic letter from Daniels, 
gddressed to Governor Northen. This 
touched many a heart in Atlanta, and 
several representative citizens declared their 
willingness to assist the poor friendless cul- 
prit in his dire extremity. 

A Letter from Mr. Inman. 

Last night Tue Constitution received 
the following communication: 

EvDITOR CONSTITCTION—From reading accounts 
published in the newspapers of the conviction 
of the colored man, Peter Daniels, for murder, 
and of the early day appointed for his execu- 
tion on the gallows, I am impressed with the 
jdea that there may be some doubt of his 
guilt. I do not Know him and have no per- 
sonal knowledge of the facts of the case, but 
in the intesest of humanity, I would be glad 
to see sofme further efforts made in behalf of 
this poor creature. I am willing to commence 
a subscription list with $25 to employ some 
attorney to aid Mr. Walker in getting at the 
facts, and, 1f pecessary, moving for a new 
trial and obtaining ‘a respite from the gov- 
erpor. Will you bring this matter to public 
attention and see who will aid in it. 

Hvueu T. INMAN. 
Mr. Beck Talks. 

Mr. Lewis Beck said to a reporter: ‘Such 
a letter as that published in Tur ConstiTv- 
rion could not have emanated from a guilty 
man, and I confess I am constrained to be- 
lieve that Daniels is not guilty of the crime 
for which he is sentenced to be hanged. His 
trial] was rushed through so fast that he could 
not, as I ynderstand it, get witnesses to ap- 
pear for him. He had no money nor friends 
to secure an adequate defense. I learn that 
Mr. Walker was appointed by the court to 
defend Daniels, and did so without any hope 
of remuneration. There were no means at his 
conimand to develop as strong a defense as 
his case warranted. While not detract 
ing from Mr. Walker’s§ ability, yet it 
is potent that a strong defense was not 
made. The newly discovered evidence 
which Mr. Walker has collected in the 
form of affidavits is sufficient, I think, to 
justify the governor in staying the execu- 
tion of the death sentence. The fatal day 
is drawing near, however, and something 
should be done quickly. I am _ perfectly 
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legal skill to assist Mr. Walker in getting 
a new trial for Daniels. This thing -of 
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horrible. Of course, if the negro is guilty, 


-I would not interpose any obstruction in 


the way of justice, but I am disposed to 
believe that he is not guilty. The facts 
certainly are strong enough to justify the 
court’s granting him a new trial.’’

Gossett. 


| NCQUITTAL 


Public Sentiment Is Divided in the 
County~—The Case Will Be Given to 
the Jury Today, 


ForsyTH, Ga., Decembers 2.—[Special.]— 
David Thomas, who is charged with the mur- 
der of his cousin, Miss Lizzie Gossett, has been 
on trial since Monday. The readersof Tue 
CONSTITUTION are no doubt familiar with the 
history of the crime. 

It will be remembered that Miss Gossett was 
killed October 8th, while attempting to sepa- 
rate her father and cousins, who were fighting. 
The murder wasthe resultofa quarrel that 
originated from Mr. Gossett’s impounding 
some mules belonging to the Thomas boys and 
refusing to release them until the damages 
were settled for. The Thomas boys attempted to 
take them away, and upon being remonstrated 
with by Mr. Gossett replied that they would 
pave the mules if they had to kill the whole 
i—d family to get them. One of the boys 
then knocked Mr. Gossett down and held him 
while anotherone beat him. His wife and 
twodaughters ranupto separate them, and 
the women were knocked down by David 


Thomas, who was standing over Gossett snap- | 


ping his pistol at him. 

Failing in his attempt to fire the pistol, 
_ Thomas reached under Mr. Gossett and got his 
hand on the gun Gossett had, and, pointing it 
at Miss Lizzie, pulled the trigger. The entire 
joad entered her body, from tbe effect of 
which she died in a short while. Ail four of 
the boys were immediately put under arrest, 
bot, as the coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
accidental shooting, they were allowed to go 


free. 

Their freedom did not last long, as Mr. Gos- 
sett came here in a few days and swore out 
warrants for his daughter’s siayers. They 
were brought here for preliminary trial and 
bound over. 

The grand jury found a true bili against 
David Thowas for murder, and agairst his 
three brothers for riot. The evidence is all in 
and the argument has begun. Judge Stewart, 
of Griftin, — for the prosecution, followed 
by Coionel RK. L. Berner, and Judge John I. 
Hall, of Griffin, and Captain L. B. Cabaniss 
will speak tomorrow morning, after which the 
case will be with the jury. Public opinion is 
about equally divided as to what the verdict 
willbe. Many predict an acquittal.

Thiscotton has been 
piauted as an experiment in South Carolina, 
and for the production of oil and manurial 
purposes is said to be more profitable than our 
common cotton. ; 

It bas been published by those who have 
experimented with this cotton that it will pro- 
duce from three to four hundred bushels of 
seed peracre. I[f this be true, then this cot- 
ton will certainly be more protitable than the 
cotton we now raise, and it certainly would 
not be less profitable to the producer, who 
now ary reaps no profit from his cotton. 
And Mr. Willis has demonstrated that this 
cotton can be produced in Monroe county.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, December 2.—The stock market 
was dull today, and, while weak in the forenoon, de- 
veloped considerable strength in late trading, and 
clesed strong, with scarcity of stocks offering in all 
portions of the list. The principal factor in weakness 
was dullness, and rumors which were circulated in re- 
gard tothe Richmond and West Point Company, 
whercby the bears were enabled to still farther depress 
prices of both stock and trust bonds. Stock at one 
time showed decline from last night’s figure of 1'4 per 
cent, having touched 8% percent. There were many 
sales by long holders,undoubtedly, but the late strength 
of stock gave evidence of selling of a different character. 
Pressure was specially marked in Missouri 
Pacific, which yielded ,eadily, while Atchison, 
Northern Pacific preferted and Erie were better held. 
Declines in the general list were held down to insig- 
nificant fractions, notwithstanding the weakness de- 
veioped in Industrials, and, when the pressure was re- 
mroved, full recovery fol!owed. Inactive stocks were 
without feature, and Ohio and Mississippi, which was 
such a prominent feature yesterday, sold down to 23 
per cent, against 26', per cent yesterday, on only one 
transaction. Lake Sbore, Buriington and Quincey, 
Wheeling and Lake Erie and Union Pacific were 
strongly supported, and the fine showing of earnings 
of the Burlington has created considerabie confidence 
astothe future showing of ali ta@iiroad properties. 
Improvement in the temper of tne market was further 
aided in the Jatter portion of the day by news from 
London regarding the issue of 11,v00,000 one-pound 
notes, and Goschen’s announcement that he fayors an 
international! conference on bi-meta!lism. The latter, 
specially, was very stimulating tosilver, and certifi- 
cates, which have furso long been utterly stagnant 
and dull, revived suddenly, and, on very heavy tran- 
sactions, rose 1', to 96%. New York Central is 
the only stock which tonight shows material cain for 
the day. Trading still maintained largeiy its pro- 
fessional character, but final dealings showed the

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Cahn & Co.’s Stock Letter. 
By Private Wire to Youngblood & Haas. 

NEW YORK, December 2.—The market opened at 
about last nizht’s closing. Europe did very little, ex- 
cept whenthe market sold off they bought a few 
stocks. The early weakness in Missouri Pacific and 
Richmond Terminal made the market look a little 
ragged up to noon, but when the news became known 
that the speech Celivered by Mr. Goschen, at a banquet 
given in London, was very favorable to silver, the mar- 
ket rallied ailaround. Richmond Terminal was sold 
forthe same reason thatit has been sold for weeks. 
Missouri Pacific was depressed on the report of an in- 
creased floating debt, but the earnings of October that 
were published late,showed up very well. The Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy statement for October is 
also very favorable, although only showing a small in- 
creases overthe same monta of last year. Still they 
earned 1 per cent on the stock for the month. As we 
understand the silver agitation in England, Mr. Gos- 
chen favored our plan of buying 11,000,000 pounds of 
bu:tlion and issuing £1 notes against it. The more con- 
servative element, it is reported, did not favor this, 
but as a compromise measure, consols are to be 
bought in the opeu market, and £1 notes, redeemable 
either in goldor silver, at the option of the guvern- 
ment, issued against them. The production of si!ver 
taken out of the ground in this country wi!l amount to 
about 60,000,000 ounces, and we need itall for manu- 
facturing and coinage purposes. On account of the 
low price ruling for some time,the production has 
been somewhat curtailed, and the stock both here and 
abroad is small. Weconsider the action of Mr. Gos- 
chen a very tavorable thing for this country, showing 
clearly that they admit that on account of the natura! 
growth of the world their circulating medium must be 
Se, increased. As the stock of the harder 
metal is very limited, it will be necessary for ail the 
countries to resort, sooner or later, to 
the next best medium--that of _ silver. 
The greatest financial lights of the present ace 
have been very wrong as regards the working of a law 
such as ours. Who would have thought that witha 
stock of 400,000,000 of silver on hand this country could 
still be on a secure gold basis? It is hard to say if this 
new development would have any great effectin the 
stock market, as business remains very dull. If it had 
come in a good bull market, it would have made the 
market buoyant, |

NEW YORK, December 2—[Special.]}—Expectation 
has been again disappointed in regard to the possibil- 
ities of a further decline in cotton.

“THE CONVICT LEASE LAWS MUST &0, 


An Alabame Miner Discusses the Situation, 
The Miners Are Desperate and 
Determined to Succeed. 


“We will have relief, or we'll release every 
convict employed on public works in the south 
inside of six months, if we wade to our knees 
in blood. We have appealed to the law-mak- 
ing powers. We have canvassed separately 
those who have a voice in the legislation of 
the states, for relief from the convict lease sys- 
tem—the most damnable law ever imposed 
upon a citizenship, and have beencontent to 
accept their promises and wait until patience 
has ceased to be a virtue; and now we propose 
to have relief if it involves this country in 
another war.’’ 

The speaker was George H. Scott, a man of 
heavy build, perhaps forty-five years of age. 
His dress and general appearance showed that 
he wasaminer. As he talked, he walked in 
an excited manner up and down a railway sta- 
tion platform, and his manner was such as to 
show beyond the shadow of adoubt that he 
meant every word he uttered. 

Day was just dawning, it being baroly light 
enough to see each other as a party of four of us 
stood on a station platforin waiting fora train 
at the junction of two important railway lines 
in the center of the mining district of Ala- 
bama. Twoof the party were miners who 
were en route to the Birmingham mines on an 
important mission, and the other two newspa- 
per men. The business of each pair was soon 
revealed to the other and the conversation at 
once bounded to the wholesale re‘ease of Ten- 
nessee couvicts by the Coal Creek, Briceville 
and Oliver Springs miners. Thatis, the con- 
victs employed in these mines, it being a mat- 
ter of speculation about who released them. 

The two miners were much interested in the 
Iiberation of the Tennessee convicts and 
eagerly sought every detail of the methods 
employed and the status of public opinion con- 
cerning the affair. It was almost impossible 
toadd tothe information they already pos- 
sessed on these subjects. I attempted to furn- 
ish what information I had at hand regarding 
the unfortunate affair, but the slightest dis- 
crepency in the relatidl of the story was im- 
mediately corrected by the miner whose ex- 
pressions are quoted in the beginning of this 
article. The accuracy of his information was 
one of the surprising features of the conver- 
sation. He was thoroughly posted as to every 
detail of the convict liberation at the ‘Tennes- 
see mines and he conld relate without hesi- 
tancy, the time of action, order of movement, 
number of men, and every other fact that en- 
tered into the campaign. 

I told him whatI knew, and tried to draw 
him out, but in obedience to significant 
glances from his companion, he would grow 
reticent. Thesubject had undoubtedly been 
on his mind, and he was in a talking mood, 
bad he felt at liberty toexpress his sentiments. 

It was an hour before my train would arrive, 
and his was thirty minutes later, andi deter- 
mined to make use of the time, but found 
that I would have to do some artistic work to 
find out what I wanted to. Having been one 
of the “‘war correspondents” in the original 
“Crazy Campaign of Cold Creek, or Buck’s 
Bad Break,’’ I was very much interested in the 
subject under discussion. I changed the con- 
versation fora few minutes, and then re- 
marked: 

“You seem to understand the mining 
troubles ?” 

“Well, I ought to,”” herepled. “I am the 
official repres@ntative of the miners of Ala- 
bama.”’ 

At this juncture he drew from his pocket a 
card showing his official! positionin the ininer’s 
union, and a power of attorney, or commission 
from the miners of the Montevalla coal fields. 

“This will explain to you the object of my 
mission to Birmingham,”’ he said. ‘This gen- 
tleman with meand Lare delegated by the min- 
ers of this section to meet in conference with a 
cominittee from the miners of Jefferson and 
Walker counties, and devise some plan of ac- 
tion looking to relief from the  op- 
pression and distress we are suffering 
from the convict lease law of Alabama. 
The committee meets tonight in Birming- 
ham, or Pratt Mines, and will arrange our 
order of tactics. We have been driven to des- 
peration by the oppressive laws of a state to 
which our allegiance has never been ques- 
tioned, to whose support we pay tribute and to 
whose government we have always lived in 
perfect obedience. Some of the newspapers 
term the action of The Tennessee free ininers 
in releasing the convicts that were robbing 
their wives and children of the bread of life, 
“rebellion.”? That grates unpleasantly upon 
our ears, but granting that be the correct ex- 
pression, if necessary, we will defend our 
homes and our families from starving and 
freezing, if the country has to suffer the great- 
est rebellion known to history. Do you think 
that the thousands of miners of the south will 
Stand with their hands folded and allow our 
positions taken by convict miners while we 
arethrown out of honest employment, our 
only means of support, and see our wives and 
children starve and freeze, simply to submit 
to a weak sentimert about obedience to the 
laws? We have done this as long as we can 
doit, hoping for relief without trouble; but 
instead of the situation growing better it has 
been growing worse, and its gravity now de- 
mands concerted action on the partof the 
laboring people strong enough to cast the ¢con- 
vict lease laws into eternal oblivion, whatever 
method it has to adopt. It mustand will be 
done, either with bayonet or ballot. 

“*You must be obedient to the laws of your 
country, be loyal to its constitution and gov- 
ernment,’ is the theme of the daily sermons we 
listen to from those who cannot appre- 
ciate our starving condition or feel 
our suffering. This is good enough, as long as 
we have employment and there is bread and 
meat in the house; but when we are thrown 
out of our places and our only means of sup- 
port usurped by convicted criminals owned by 
the heartless corporations who have grown 
tich and powerful enough to coutrol the legis- 
lation of the state, of the fruits of our labor, 
the situation changes. These preachers of 
‘loyalty’ know not what they are talking 
about. Whatis thelaw? What constitutes 
our government? Isit not the will of the 
people ?” 

‘‘What line of action do you propose to pur- 
sue?” I asked. 

‘Well, we are going to await further devel- 
opments inthe Tennessee trouble. We are 
going to see what efforts will be made to re- 


- peal the conviet lease laws and what action 


the state takes to prosecute those who took 
This will put the min- 


formation, and give them time to communi- 


- tate with the miners of other states and per- 
fect all their plans. Wearein daily commn- 
_ Nication with the miners’ unions and other 
_ labor organizations all over the country. The 
™ miners of Pennsylvania areas much inter- 
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_ those of Tennessee and Alabama. 
_ tylvania were advised every hour of the move- 
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cent trouble there. 


It isthe same way with 
Kentucky miners, There, were more Ken- 
tucky miners in the crowd that released the 
Briceville aud Coal Creek convicts than there 
were Tennesseeans. 

“It is @ mistake to suppose that it is only a 
few miners in the south that are agitated over 
this matter. The laboring classes, and es- 
pecially the miners, are better organized today 
than ever before, and their organization means 
something. They are going to all this trouble 
simply to kill time. 

“The miners of Alabama are going to go to 
the legislature and demand a complete repeal 
of the convict lease Jaws of the state. If we 
are given any encouragement at all we are 
going to wait and give them a chance to take 
action on the matter. But if we receive the 
same treatment the Tennessee miners did at 
the hands of the legislature, we will follow 
their example to the letter. The convicts 
shall be kept off of public works and out of 
the mines atany cost. We have the syn pathy 
and co-operation of a large majority of the 
people of the United States,and as it is nothing 
but justice we demand, we are going to take 
advantage of the situation and demand it.” 

My train having arrived, I bade my excited 
friend good morning and boarded it. As I 
shook his hand, he said: ‘Remember what 

George H. Scott has told you this morning 
and see how near correct I am.”’

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“RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Southern Passenger Association's 
Strength to Be Tested. 


WITHDRAWAL OF THE N. & W. ROAD. 


That Road and the Baltimore and Ohio 
May Demoralize Rates—New York 
to Kansas City by Atlanta. 


And now the Norfolk and Western is 
about to draw out of the Southern Passen- 


ger Association. 

The East Tennessee went in three weeks 
ago, but the association was not fated to 
remain intact very long. 

Vice President Eddy notified Commis- 
sioner Carter under date of November 9th of 
the intended withdrawal and next Wednes- 
day the road will draw out unless something 
intervenes in the meantime. 

Will this withdrawal lead to the dis- 
ruption of the association ? 

Such a question might be laughed at, at 
first, but serious consequences may follow. 
The Norfolk and Western has a natural 
ally in the Baltimore and Ohio, as the 
Richmond and Danville has in the Pennsy!- 
vania. The south is an inviting field, and 
the Baltimore and Ohio has been anxious 
to get down in here, but, with the Norfolk 
and Western in the association, it could not 
cater to southern business. — 

After the withdrawal, can the Richmond 
and Danville rethain passive? 

The East Tennessee’s full rate to Bristol 
wil] not prevent the Norfolk and Western and 
the Baltimore and Ohio from giving sucha 
low joint rate from Bristol to the north that 
the combined rate will be less than the Rich- 
mond and Danville’s to Washington and pos- 
sibly to points further north. 

This would chafe the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, which now enjoys the bulk of the 
through travel. 

The possibilities make the impending situa- 
tion an interesting one. 

Commissioner Carter says in his circular 
Jetter that he had hoped Mr. Eddy would 
withdraw his notice, and therefore withheld 
the correspondence for a couple of weeks. Mr. 
Eddy, however, could not be induced to call 
back the notice, which, under the association’s 
rules, inust be given thirty days before with 
drawal. 


ABOUT TO COMBINE, 


Two Strong Railway Associations Agree to 
Unite. 

At last week’s meeting in New York, pre- 
liminary arrangements were agreed upon for 
the amalgamation of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association and the Southeastern 
Mississippi Valiey Association. Terms of 
cousolidation were submitted by the latter as- 
sociation and were agreed to by the board of 
rulings of the southern association’s executive 
committee.
